Sir Edward Grey Declares That 
if Turkey Is to Have Chance 
to Develop Asia Minor She 
Must Not Be Overburdened

PERSIA TO HAVE LOAN

WESTMINSTER—"If anybody recalls 
for years past, the great apprehensions 
as to what would arise if ever a catas- 
trophe in the near east of Europe did 
come, and how these apprehensions have 
been the commonplaces of European dip- 
lomacy, I think he will realize, now that 
the catastrophe has come, how creditable 
it ie to the diplomacy of the 
powers, that they have weathered 
storm.” This was the keynote of the im- 
portant statement, which, as already out- 
lined in the Moniter’s special cable des- 
patches, whe made recently by Sir Ed- 
ward Grey in the House of Commons on 
‘ foreign affairs. 

After detailing the steps which had led 
to a practical agreement amongst the 
powers on the question of Albania, Sir 
Edward Grey said that he wished to be 
very cautious in making forecasts, but 
that he felt that one of the consequences 
Which ought to follow from this agree- 
ment was that onte an announcement 
had been made to Servia and Montenegro 
that the powers had come to an agree- 
ment, and of their decision, there ought 
to be a cessation of hostilities in what 
was in future to be Albania. 

lf the siege of Skutari, for instance, is 
persisted in, Sir Edward Grey went on, 
when the powers have decided to take 
into their own hands what its destiny 
should be, the useless and purposeless 
bloodshed which this course would involve, 
-would, I am sure, alienate all sympathy 
in this country, That is one of the rea- 
sons, he added, why it is desirable that 
the fact that the powers have come to an 
agreement should be known as soon as 
possible. 

With regard to the war between Tur- 
key and the allies, as had appeared in 

the press, the powers had offered their 
bnadlation, afid formulated certain opin- 
ious as being in their opinion, a reason- 
able basis of peace, The most important 
of them was the frontier line which they 
had proposed, a line from Enos to Midia, 
and that the destiny of the Aegean 


- islands should be left to the powers. 


Sir Edward Grey Warns 


This, said Sir Edward Grey, is only a 
mediation of the powers, and not a com- 
pulsory arbitration, but, he added with 
emphasis, if these terms are not accepted, 
and if a frontier line is pressed for, 
which raises questions connected with 
Constantinople and the straits, or if war 
were prolonged until questions were 
raised in connection with Asia Minor, 
then it would be certain that, in the set- 
tlement -of the terms of peace, one or 
more of the powers would be concerned, 
*not as disinterested mediators but as 
‘interested parties. That is why I urge 
without using any lenguage of a threat- 
ening character, that it is in the interest 
of both belligerent parties that tle terms 
of peace which have been put forward 
as reasonable by the powers should be 
accepted as a basis upon which peace 
should be concluded, 

After peace was concluded, Sir Edward 
Grey continued, what they hoped for was 
that Turkey would be left in a position 
to consolidate and strengthen her pos- 
sessions in Asia Minor, to develop the 
country and to establish good order and 
good government. But if she was to have 
a chance of success in that task then it 
was essential that there shoukd not 
imposed upon her in the terms of peace 
financial burdens which would make ‘it 
impossible for her to address herself to 
the task of strengthening her position 
and developing and establishing order in 
Asia Minor and the territory left to her, 
lint would on the contrary make her task, 
after the War Was over, a struggle with 
bankruptcy.

In reply Mr. Asquith said that as had 
been repeatedly stated the United King- 
dom was not under any obligations, not 
known to Parliament, and fully public, 
which compelled it to take part in any 
war. In other words, continued the 
prime minister, if war arises between 
European powers there are no unpub- 
lished agreements which wil] restrict or 
hamper the freedom of the government 
or of Parliament to decide whether or 
not Great Britain should participate in 
a war.

HE clover leaf chain stitch is 

very aptly named, for it is a 
series of three chain stitches, placed 
to simulate a clover leaf. 

To make the clover leaf chain, 
take a chain stitch in the ordinary 
way, then put the needle into po- 
sition as you would for another 
stitch, but instead of putting the 
needle in a straight line, swing the 
stitch to the extreme left; now 
take another stitca, putting the 
needle in the same hole pierced by 
the second stitch, swinging the 
stitch to the extreme right. 

The three chain stitches are now 
in the form of a clover leaf and the 
effect is very pleasing, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 

From the ending of the last stitch 
bring the needle into position a 
short distance below the three 
chains and in direct line with the 
first chain of the last group. Con- 
tinue in this way until you have 
completed the line.

If, however, little bubbles of 
air get in the glass they break its clear- 
ness, in the same way that bubbles of 
gas (as in bubbling water) make it diffi- 
cult for light to pass. The best exatiple 
of this is white of egg, which is almost 
transparent, but which can be beaten to 
a froth by whipping, imprisoning the air 
bubbles so that it becomes quite opaque 
to the light. The light, falling upon the 
unbeaten white of egg, finds a structure 
quite simple in character, but after it is 
beaten the structure is a mass of globular 
air bubbles, and -these round bubbles 
divert the light rays and will not let 
them pass through. 

In the same way melted sugar syrup 
is almost transparent, and if it is poured 
out and allowed to cool slowly it will 
remain translucent but if poured suddenly 
into cold water a crystalline structure 
will be made and the light cannot pass 
through, because the facets of the crystals 
will deflect the light. Ordinary light pays 
very little regard to the density of the; 
substance through which it is to pass.

POET SISTERS PICTURED 


E emall frame dwelling in may 

the poet sisters, Alice and Phoebe 
Cary, were born was torn down some 
years ago. 

Their father built a second house when 
Alice was 12, and Phoebe 8. That was 
in 1832. The house, a plain two-story 
brick, still stands seemingly little the 
“worse for its 80 odd years of service and 
of weathering. 

The place, long known as Clovernook, 
has passed in recent years from the 
Carys’ ownership. An hour’s ride from 
Cincinnati brings one to the place, where 
much still remains to recall the early 
days when the gifted sisters moved 
about the house, or rested under the 

trees. Visitors are courteously received 
~and shown about the grounds and 
through the house, says the Progressive 
Teacher. 

The ceiled rooms are small] and low, 
the doors are narrow, and the windows 
have the small pees common in early 
days. 

On the ground floor are the parlor at 
the front, the dining room back of it, 
‘with the kitchen at the rear. Then on 
the south side of the parlor are a small

In event of an adverse court decision, 
however, it would seem that the com- 
pany must quit Missouri, unless some- 
thing unforeseen should occur. 

For more than three years the Stand- 
ard has been threatened with being 
ousted from Missouri, where it has prop- 
erty estimated to be worth about 
$3,000,000. 

Last year an ouster order was issued 
against, the company by the supreme 
court of Missouri, but the company’s at- 
torneys have since been successful in ob- 
taining a rehearing of the case. 

Following the decree of the court, Kan- 
sas City business organizations, includ- 
ing consumers of petroleum from the Su- 
gar Creek refinery, and citizens of Sugar 
Creek, who are practically all dependent 
upon the Standard for their livelihood 
petitioned the court and the Legislature 
to permit the company to continue its 
business in the state, and as a result the 
measure vetoed by the governors was in- 
troduced in the Legislature and passed 
by both branches. 

Had the bill become a law the Standard 
would have been permitted to reincor- 
porate and remain in the state, despite 
an ouster order by the court. 

The Governor's action was the result 
of protests by independent oil concerns, 
who argued that the continuance of 
Standard Oil in Missouri would mean 
war between that company and the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company. which wouk 
result in driving the smaller companies 
out of business. Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s hope now is that the court will 
decide in its favor.

HAS HARD SCHEDULE 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. -— Dissatisfied 
with the showing which has been made 
in intercollegiate lawn tennis circles dur- 
ing the past ten vears, special ellorts are 
being made this spring at Yale Univer- 
sity to increase interest in this sport 
with a view to building up a strong 
varsity squad for next fall, the 
intercollegiate league was started in 1882, 
Yale has won the singles title but six 
times and the doubles only eight times. 
Of these victories only one of the singles 
and three of the doubles have been scored 
in the past ten years. 

In contrast to this showigg is that of 
Harvard, which has always stood high 
in tennis circles. The Crimson has cap- 
tured the intercollegiate singles no less 
than 13 times and the doubles title the 
same number of times. 

Seventeen courts have recently been 
constructed on the famous Hillhouse 
property, recently purchased by the uni- 
versity, and these, in addition to the 
grounds used by Yale men in different 
parts of the city, have made the facili- 
ties for constant play greater, it is 
thought, than those of even the colleges 
in the smal] cities and towns like Prince- 
ton, Williams or Amherst. 

In connection with the new Hillhouse 
courts a new system has been put into 
effect whereby the tennis players will 
be allowed to engage courts by the day 
instead of being compelled to purchase 
membership for the season. This is in- 
tended to popularize the sport and the 
courts. 

Aaron A. Vanderpoel of the tennis 
association expects that between 300 and 
400 members of the university will play 
tennis regularly the remainder of the 
season and that as many more will use 
the courts intermittently. fi 

Capt. Russell C. Gates ’1+ of Mont- 
clair, believes that the enthusiasm and 
numbers of the squad and the presence 
of four members of last year’s intercol- 
legiate team give Yale reason to hope 
for a high ranking in the intercollegiate 
tournament this season, and that noth- 
ing except the championship would 
satisfy the tennis officials. The veterans 
of the squad are Captain Gates, A. H. 
Man, Jr., "13; E. H. Peaslee '13 and A. F, 
Evans, Jr., ‘14. 

An unusually large number of run- 
ners-up in the competition last year are 
candidates for the team and have be- 
gun playing. They include W. D. Cun- 
ningham 715, T. A. Lightner 715, S. 3B. 
Johnson °15, Walter I. Badger, Jr., 13, 
Taylor Stanley °14, E. H. Slocum ’15 and 
George Ewing ‘15. 

Manager Vanderpoel has arranged the 
most extensive schedule for the spring 
term ever played, embracing team 
matches with practically all of Yale’s 
large university rivals.

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N A recent issue of the London Chron- 

icle appeared an interesting interview 
with John Pennell, who was in the éer- 
vice of Livingstone for three years dur- 
ing his second expedition to Africa. Pen- 
nell was a stoker in the navy, and in 
March, 1861, was serving on H. M. 5. 
Lyra, which at that time was patrolling 
the southeast coast of Africa on the look- 
out for slave-carrying boats. Living- 
stone applied te the Lyra for a stoker 
to replace one who had left the Pioneer, 
and Pennell secured the post, remaining 
one of the 14 members of the crew of 
the Pioneer until the expedition was re- 
called. Besides the crew and David Liv- 
ingstone himself, the party on the Pi- 
oneer included Charles Livingstone, Mr., 
afterward Sir John Kirk; Dr. Miller 
and Mr. Rae. 

The Pioneer, 
missionaries up the Zambesi, 
wp the river Shire as far as the falle, 
where Livingstone and his party disem- 
barked to begin their work of exploration, 
This work occupied them for six.months, 
and then the whole party returned to the 
mouth of the Zambesi, provisions having 
become exhausted. There the party found 
H. M.S. Gorgon waiting with fresh sup- 
plies of provisions and with a boat which 
had been specially constructed in Glas- 
gow to Dr. Livingstone’s order. 

The boat. which was in 24 sections, 
was named the Lady Nyasa and was 
intended for the use of Livingstone on 
the lake of that name. Livingstone had 
already voyaged up Lake Nyasa for a 
distance of 200 miles, and with the 
little steamer which be had ordered he 
hoped to make a more extended survey.

Livingstone him- 
self navigated the vessel, and Bombay 
was safely reached after a most trying 
voyage. The party then returned to 
England in one of the P. & O. boats, 
arriving there in July, 1864. Pennell 
then returned to the navy and served 
out his full time.

OF THE ORCHID FAMILY 


GLORIOUS summer 
enough, with a 
bright sunshine, tempered by white 
in a blue sky.

And in this 
summer land no one ever hurries or ap- 
pears to be in haste.

though this is true of all flowers. 
The lady’s-slipper grows single and sepa- 
rate, springing in maidenly reserve, here 
there one, not crowding vulgarly in 
troops like the wayward daisy. She 
should be given the full advantage of 
such a singularity when she is brought 
to the haunts of men. To crush a mass 
of lady’s-alippers into a big vase is to 
los» the whole charm of the flower. The 
delicate rose colored pouches are then 
twisted and bruised and are seen without 
reference to the stem. The beauty of 
this flower is the dainty poise of the 
floating, boat-like blossom as it hangs 
on the tall slender stem. 

The little arethusa is another orchid 
which may be found in damp places in 
northern fields. It is a small rose- 
colored bell-like flower, or rather lily- 
like in that the petals are separated. It 
droops from the low stalk in the same 
gentle aloofness of the lady’s-slipper. 
Lady’s-tresses is a variety with a spiral 
wreath of tiny white blossoms round a 
grasslike stem. Another form of this, 
not so marked in the spiral growth and 
with slightly larger and more fragrant 
flowers, is found in wet or boggy places. 

The showy orchid, found in hilly 
northern woods, has a loose spike of a 
few pink purple flowers, with the ovate 
lip white. The purple fringed orchid 
may be found-in wet meadows from 
Pennsylvania northeast. It too has a 
spike with a few rather large flowers. 
Ite hanging lip is almost an inch wide. 
It is cut into a delicate fringe. The 
smaller fringed orchid is common anil 
its cylindrical spike is crowded with 
small and fragrant flowers. The spread- 
ing lip is half an inch wide, cut into 
dense fringe. Mrs. Dana in “How to 
Know the Wild Flowers” gives eight of 
these wild orchids as found in the United 
States. The fringed group are purple, 
yellow, ragged and white. She notes an 
orange orchid which is rare but splendid 
when its large dome-like spikes are found 
in a boggy meadow in August.

Still the magazines reecho with stories 
of Whistler's fame. The Bookman is oud 
with one of the most interesting of his- 
torical documents—if one may apply the 
name to a reproduction of canvas—which 
shows how the French people as well as 
the English like to claim the American 
artist. France has here set Whistler among 
her great men in a peculiarly definite 
way.

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DUuRING the period of readjustment in nearly 
every line of business which will be made 
necessary by the proposed tariff revision in 
the United States it will be well not to become 
too pessimistic. Industries directly affected 
by reduction in duties are making a hard 
battle for retention of the present schedules. 
Naturally they present the most unfavorable 
feature of the situation in their efforts to 
show what might happen in case duties are 
removed. Whether or not they be correct in their reasoning, the 
matter should be viewed with respect to its bearing upon the entire 
population of this country. Without going into the merits or demerits 
of the proposed new tariff schedules it must be admitted that even- 
tually the country will readjust itself to the new conditions. Busi- 
ness will push forward. Apparently nothing can stop it or even hold 
it in check for any great length of time. The most deterrent factor 
is the prevailing uncertainty. The sooner the new tariff law is 
enacted the better it will be for business, whatever the schedules may 
be. The United States itself is too productive and the ingenuity 
and enterprise of its people too great to suffer seriously or for any 
great while trom tariff changes. Although no persoti can conceive 
even approximately what the results will be in certain protected indus- 
tries, the fact remains that the future will see a continued expansion.

A rising popular demand for equity, 
we believe, will sooner or later change the local situation, as it 
already has altered the national outlook. 


IF THERE is One reason more than another 
behind the human longing for spring and 
summer, it 1s because they promise a con- 
trast in brightness to the fall and winter. 
Humanity is fond of contrasts, and nature 
bountifully supplies them. There is a time 
for the serious and the somber; there is also 
a time for gaiety and color. The alternating 
changes give variety and charm to the out- 
look. All spring or all summer would be no 
more desirable to the multitudes inhabiting the temperate zones— 
and the mass of the world’s population is to be found in those belts 
—than all fall and winter would be. Even in the tropics and the 
arctics changes from light to shade and from shade to light are 
gratefully welcomed. ) 

Fashion-makers are usually guided by the common and universal 
human desire for change, for variety, for the departure from the 
monotonous. They sometimes, however, make the mistake of 
imposing arbitrary styles upon the world. They frequently attempt 
to overdo the somber; sometimes they become extreme in promoting 
the gay.
